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Memphis Stamp Show 


MHE National Philatelic 
} Exhibition of 1931 will 
be held at the Audi- 
AY torium in Memphis, 
4) September 14-19. Of- 
sy ficial headquarters for 
the American Phila- 
telic Society, where the official 
sessions of the convention itself 
will be held, are at the Hotel Pea- 
body. 

This prospectus elaborates on 
the above statements. It is the 
purpose of the incorporators of 
the National Philatelic Exhibition 
of 1931 to improve upon all past 
exhibitions of this kind. To this 
end we have secured what we con- 
sider to be the best location, the 
best building and the best con- 
veniences ever provided for an ex- 
hibitiion. 

The West Hall at the Memphis 
Auditorium has been set aside for 
the purpose. It is a magnificent 
room on the first floor, two hun- 
dred and twelve feet long by sixty 
feet wide. The ceiling height is 
about thirty feet. The dimensions 
of the building lend themselves to 
a dignified exhibition. Covered 
skylights and overhead windows 
matching each other for two hun- 
dred feet along the Western side 
of the building provides unusual 
subdued light. Electrical illumi- 
nation for evening sessions at the 
exhibition may be described as 
splendid. The color scheme of the 
interior of the building is gray 
and light green. 

The Bin Room is established at 
the North end of the exhibition 
hall and is ample for the accom- 
modation of all who display in the 
exhibition and for judging of lots 
not displayed. 

The entire area devoted to ex- 
hibition purposes, preparing for 
the exhibition and for judging is 
self-contained and secure. Secur- 
ity for the enormous collection 
anticipated was the first consider- 










ation in ‘Selecting the West hall 
for the exhibition. It is indeed 
fortunate that all other elements 
which go to produce a_ splendid 
exhibition are present in this hall. 

The above statements concern- 
ing the physical arrangements for 
the National Philatelic Exhibition 
of 1931 were made after consult- 
ing with many exhibitors and 
many of those who have managed 
exhibits throughout the country. 
It has been our desire to emulate 
the success of other similar exhi- 
bitions and wherever possible to 
correct defects which may have 
existed. Convenience and _ secur- 
ity are the watchwords of our com- 
mittee. 

Everyone recalls with pleasure 
the first annual Stamp Show con- 
ducted at the Minneapolis conven- 
tion of the American Philatelic So- 
ciety. This exhibition established 
a standard which was undoubtedly 
improved upon at the Boston ex- 
hibition of 1930. There are many 
reasons why we believe the Na- 
tional Philatelic Exhibition of 
1931 at Memphis will surpass the 
previous exhibitions. Physical ar- 
rangements as complete as human 
ingenuity can devise are: the first 
cinsideration. 

Nearly all national bodies which 
hold annual meetings are convinc- 
ed of the importance of exhibitions 
in connection with their conven- 
tions. At the convention there is 
always the greatest concentration 
of those who are actually interest- 
ed in any trade or profession. The 
exhibition brings them up to date 
in their affairs. The National 
Philatelic Exhibition in a general 
sense in no way differs from any 
other trade or professional exhi- 
bition. It is a market. It provid- 
es the opportunity for the seller 
to meet the largest number of 
prospective purchasers. It enables 
the prospective purchaser to en- 
counter the widest variety of items 


in which he is interested and which 
he may purchase. New customers 
and old throng to the Stamp Show. 

The National Philatelic Exhibi- 
tion of 1931 at the Auditorium in 
Memphis will provide every con- 
venience for this great market. 
Its booths will be attractively ar- 
ranged and its frames so displayed 
that the entire room of the Exhi- 
bition will give easy access to buy- 
er and seller and offer easy circu- 
lation for all who attend. 

We invite your participation in 
this great market. We urge your 
presence at Memphis because we 
believe it is to your advantage to 
be represented here. 


THE STAMP SHOW 





While politics, religion, social re- 
lations, education and_ culture 
make living worth while in the 
United States, it is undeniable 
that this is a commercial nation. 
As a commercial nation we expect 
efficiency and speed in the trans- 
ation of business. It is equally 
true that our people are often in- 
clined to make a _ business of 
pleasure, or to translate business 
precepts and methods of action in- 
to our pleasures whatever they 
may be. 

It is not erroneous, therefore, 
to describe the National Philatelic 
Exhibition of 1931 as a market 
place for stamp collectors and dis- 
tributors. Its market features are 
most logical. The exhibition pro- 
vides an opportunity for amateur 
and professional collectors to dis- 
play everything which concerns the 
science of Philately. It enables 
the transfer of collections in whole 
or in part into new hands. It en- 
ables those who have a surplus 
to distribute that surplus where 
it will give the most benefit. It 
enables those whose collections 
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are weak to improve them in the 
easiest way. 

There is, of course, the educa- 
tional side of the Stamp Show. It 
is a national event of national con- 
sequence. For this reason it is 
interesting to the newspapers and 
magazines in the country. As it 
develops in size and importance, 
its consequence grows with every 
form of information distribution. 
The Minneapolis Show was a re- 
markable adventure for all of us. 
National attention and national in- 
terest was centered in it. There 
can be no denying that the Boston 
Show increased the general nation- 
al interest, not only among the 
stamp collectors, but among thous- 
ands of other who were unaccust- 
omed to thinking of stamps except 
as a means of conveying their 
thoughts by mail to other people. 

The importance of the Stamp 
Show at Memphis, September 14- 
19, is that it will develop to the 
entire country the fact that the 
National Exhibition each year is 
a permanent fixture in the life of 
the whole country and as such it 
is entitled to and will undoubted- 
ly receive national and even inter- 
national attention. 

This prospectus of the National 
Philatelic Exhibition of 1931, how- 
ever, concerns itself chiefly with 
the market features of the exhi- 
bition. Interest in the affairs of 
the Association, interest among 
collectors who have allied them- 
selves in the offairs of the Nation- 
al Philatelic Society, interest of 
those who have allied themselves 
with the Exhibition and the de- 
velopment of interest which may 
be anticipated throughout the 
South because of the Exhibition 
in the Mid-South may be expected 
to produce the largest attendance 
in the history of the Society. At 
Memphis will be gathered all the 
old faces of the National Philatelic 
Society and they will meet and be- 
gin to note hundreds of others who 
have never previously attended 
any of these meetings. 

At the Exhibition it will be pos- 
sible for the old-timers to review 
the most wonderful collections in 
existence. The effect on the new- 
comers may well be imagined. It 
is at this market that we expect 
collectors and distributors to meet 
in the most important event for 
them in the year. 

The second consideration which 
is paramount in the minds of the 
majority of the members of the 
American Philatelic Society and 
of the exhibitors themselves is 
that of attendance at the conven- 
tion and exhibition.

This is the first visit of the 
American Philatelic Society to the 
South. Wherever the convention 
is held many familiar faces are 
alway found. These are the men 
and women who attend the con- 
ventions of the American Phila- 
telic Society wherever they are 
held. They represent about 75% 
of the annual attendance. The re- 
maining 25% and whatever im- 
provement on attendance there is 
must come from the territory in 
which the convention is held. 

What is this territory? 

It is that of the old South with 
all its splendid traditions present- 
ed in the modern guise of the 
most rapidly developing section of 
the United States. 

As a location for national con- 
ventions, Memphis is as central 
as Chicago or Cleveland. It is 
only thirty hours from New York 
City. It might also be said that it 
is only sixty hours from Los An- 
geles. It is one of the principal 
cities on the Broadway of Ameri- 
ca, a splendid hard-surfaced high- 
way running from San Diego and 
Los Angeles to New York. 

Immediately adjacent to it are 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Kentucky,Missouri and Louisiana. 
Near at hand are Oklahoma, Tex- 
as, Georgia, Florida, the Carolinas, 
and the Virginias. 

All of these states present im- 
portant amateur and professional 
collections. Great interest has 
been aroused among the collectors 
because the convention is being 
held in the South. It is of special 
interest because it is being held 
in so central a location as Memph- 
is. We anticipate a very consider- 
able increase in attendance over 
past figures of the American Phil- 
atelic Society because we antici- 
pate the regular convention at- 
tendees and we know that the in- 
terest developed in the South is 
such that the southern people will 
respond with serious interest. 

The Memphis Stamp Club with 
the co-operation of stamp clubs in 
other southern cities is planning 
a splendid program. We believe 
the interest in the convention plus 
the interest in the exhibition is 
developing rapidly. We are sure 
that the convention and exhibition 
at Memphis in September will be 
an overwhelming success. 

There is no more beautful sec- 
tion of the country than the Mid- 
South. Visitors to it will traverse 
magnificent scenery and will en- 
joy the great historic associations 
of this section of the country. The 
National Philatelic Exhibition of 
1931 is conducted under the spon- 
sorship of the American Philatelic 
Society and the National Associ- 
ation for Stamp Exhibition. It 
is in fact the property of the Phil- 
atelists of the country. It antici- 
pates the support of each and ev- 
ery one of them.

BRAZIL—We have at hand the 
very striking series of fourteen 
stamps issued a few days ago for 
the benefit of the invalids and or- 
phans of the revolution of Octob- 
er 3, 1930. These are locally typo- 
graphed on thin unwatermarked 
paper, perf. 14. They bear por- 
traits of Brazilian statesmen and 
appropriate wording indicating 
the purpose of the issue. The 50r, 
1-2-5-10,000r are all of same size, 
18% x 21%mm, while the rest of 
the series is of large, transverse 
format 361%. x 214mm. The num- 
ber issued is given in parenthesis 
in each case:

RED CROSS PLATE NUMBERS 
By RALPH A. KIMBLE 


History sometimes repeats it- 
self. Two years ago we made 
quite a point of listing the various 
plate number combinations of the 
handsome George Rogers Clark 
stamp, and thru the splendid help 
from many readers were able to 
complete the listing of all 144 


possible combinations in record 
time. 

The same thing is happening 
with the Red Cross stamp. Dur- 
ing the past week we have 


had sixty-eight new combinations 
reported, and the number of let- 
ters we receive increases every 
day. Evidently there is a very 
wide-spread interest in this fas- 
cinating hunt. Well, out of a pos- 
sible 460 combinations we now 
have listed, including today’s lot, 
297 of them, leaving just 163 more 
to find. This is the third listing 
of numbers, and those given here 
have not been printed before. For 
other known combinations see our 
issues of June 6 and 13.

Of particular interest is the 
fact that black plates 20466-8-9 
have been reported for the first 
time. That leaves only 20467 un- 
reported. We also have an unof- 
ficial report that there may be 
eight more plates of each color 
made up for this stamp. One er- 
ror in the description of the plate 
make-up should be corrected here. 
The word TOP appears in red over 
the ninth stamp of the left panes 
only. It does not appear at all on 
right panes. However, it is not 
essential in distinguishing plate 
number blocks of left panes from 
rights, as the relative positions of 
the black and red numbers tell that 
unmistakably. On left panes the 
black number comes first, with 
the red number to its right. 
On the right panes this order is 
reversed, the red number coming 
first, with the black number at its 
right. All right pane numbers 
should also have beside them the 
small letter “F’’, tho these are oc- 
casionally missing. Still no in- 
verted crosses or minor varieties 
reported. Evidently a pretty fair- 
ly good job.

QUEEN VICTORIA 





The following brief sketch of the 
world’s best-known queen was sug- 
gested by the beautiful set of 
stamps issued by Canada in 1897 
to celebrate the sixtieth anniver- 
sary of the reign of Queen Victoria. 

Victoria, (1819-1901), queen of 
the United Kingdom of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, and Empress of 
India, was the daughter of Ed- 
ward, the Duke of Kent, the fourth 
son of Geore III. She was born at 
Kensington, May 24, 1819, and up- 
on the death of William IV, June 
20,-1837, she ascended the throne. 
In February, 1840, she was mar- 
ried to her cousin, Prince Albert 
of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. To this 
union were born four sons and five 
daughters, a larger family than 
is customary among royalty. Al- 
bert Edward, their second son, suc- 
ceeded his mother on the throne, 
at her death. In 1861 Prince Al- 

















bert died at Windsor, and _ his 
death left such a void in her life 
that she never again lived in Lon- 
don except for brief visits. All 
during these latter years she wore 
deep mourning, and is thus shown 
in the first stamp of the Newfound- 
land Jubilee issue. 

In 1887 the people of Great Brit- 
ain and the colonies celebrated the 
golden jubilee of Victoria’s reign, 
and in 1897 they celebrated the 
diamond jubilee with ceremonies 
more imposing than have ever at- 
tended any similar event. 

Victoria died January 22, 1901, 
and her death was mourned over 
the entire earth. During her 
reign Great Britain enjoyed a long 
era of uninterrupted prosperity; 
peace and contentment prevailed 
at home, and with rare exceptions, 
relations of amity were maintained 
with foreign powers. In length 
her reign was unprecedented in 
the world’s history. 

In 1850 the first adhesive post- 
age stamps were issued in Great 
Britain, with Victoria’s portrait 
thereon. After that her picture 
appeared upon the stamps of sey- 
enty colonies and over 1745 main 
issues of postage stamps alone. 
Thus her likeness has had a wider 
dissemination than that of any 
other ruler.

To one in a posi- 
tion such as the

There must be some sound rea- 
sons for such a situation and it 
would seem desirable that a sin- 
cere effort be made to study the 
situation and find out just what 
these reasons are.

The growth of our hobby helps 
not only the dealer and publisher 
but the collector as well. For the 
dealer it gives him an increased 
outlet for the sale of his stamps, 
for the publisher, it permits of a 
greater circulation and a greater 
publication while for the collector, 
every new collector adds value to 
his own collection of stamps.

Another thing that is doing won- 
ders for Philately is the specially 
featured local meetings which are 
being held annually in many cities.

On July 1, the city of Cienfue- 
gos, on the south coast of Cuba, 
will have first day air mail service 
on “Co. Cubana de Aviacion, Curt- 
iss’. An official cachet has been 
promised. On the same date post- 
age for interior lines in Cuba will 
be reduced from 10 cents to 5 
cents. Postage from Cuba to the 
United States will be 10 cents ad- 
ditional or 15 cents. 

A letter is at hand from Dr. Luis 
Ajamil, Aguila 17, Altos, Havana, 
Cuba, in which this gentlemen of- 
fers to mail covers for collectors on 
this date. You must send envel- 
opes addressed and ready to go 
with 15 cents in coin for each 
cover to the U. S. Covers should 
reach Dr. Ajamil by June 25th. 
Rush by air mail. 


NEW AIR SERVICE TO 
COLOMBIA 





Under date of June 9, the Post- 
office Department announced a new 
reciprocal Air Mail Service be- 
tween the United States and Co- 
lombia Republic. With the inaug- 
uration of this new service, the use 
of the Scadta stamps on air mail 


from this country for air mail 
service in Columbia will no longer 
be necessary. 

Air mail from this country to 
points in Colombia will, after June 
15, be given air mail service in 
Colombia when prepaid with Unit- 
ed States Stamps at the rate of 
35¢e per half ounce or fraction 
thereof. 


RED CROSS FIRST DAY 
COVERS 





Charles E. Abrams of Syracuse, 
N. Y., went wild on Red Cross 
First Day covers and by some 
speedy work got a distribution of 
covers to a list of 60 different cit- 
ies all of which carry first day 
postmarks for this stamp. 

Mr. Abrams had his schedules all 
worked out in advance and made 
contact in very city except eight 
which he attempted to cover. 
Among covers sent were numerous 
mailed from Red Cross, Pa., to 
Red Cross, La., where he got the 
backstamp. 

In getting the covers through at 
Red Cross, Pa., Mr. Abrams had 
previously advised the postmaster 
at this town that he would be on 
hand with covers which he wished 
to get through the office and the 
Postmaster at Red Cross, Pa., 
waited at his store where the post- 
office is situated until 11 o’clock at 
night for the arrival of Mr. 
Abrams when the covers were 
properly postmarked on the first 
day of issue and despatched to 
other cities.

SET ROYAL STAMP ON KINGS’ 
HOBBY 


Sidelights on Royal Family Re- 
lated By Philatelist Who 
Met King 


Intimate and interesting stories 
of members of the Royal Family, 
from Queen Victoria to the Prince 
of Wales, were given to the St. 
George’s Society of Hamilton, 
Ont. Canada,by Charles J. Phillips 
of New York. Mr. Phillips added 
a great many new stories to the 
large collection of stories of Roy- 
alty, for as one of the leading 
philatelists in the world he had 
been in close touch with Queen 
Victoria, King Edward, King 
George and Queen Mary, the 
Prince of Wales and his brothers. 
For 32 years, from 1890 to 1922, 
he was chairman of the largest 
stamp business in the world, locat- 
ed in London and during most of 
that time was royal philatelist to 
their Majesties. 

Of peculiar interest to the Do- 
minion was Mr. Philips’ account 
of a gentleman walking into his 
stamp shop in London and offering 
a perfect copy of the rare Canada 
12-pence stamp of 1851, now val- 
ued at $2,000. The purchase was 
concluded—and then he learned 
the seller was the Marquis of 
Lorne, who had obtained this and 
several similar stamps while he 
was governor-general of Canada 
from 1878 to 1883. 

Mr. Phillips’ address was of rare 
value because it dealt throughout 
with personal contact with royalty. 
He spoke of Queen Victoria how- 
ever as one he had not met person- 
ally. He told of the general be- 
lief the Queen was quite angry 
when she saw the special “Mafe- 
king Beseiged” stamps issued in 
1900 by authority of General Bad- 
en-Powell. One of the stamps 
showed a despatch rider; another 
a bust of General Baden-Powell. 
Mr. Phillips recalled the report 
the Queen said that up to that 
time her own portrait and that of 
her family were considered cor- 
rect on all the stamps of her do- 
minions, and the incident probab- 
ly mitigated against any further 
honors that the General would 
otherwise have received. 

Mr. Phillips told of King Ed- 
ward inspecting the erection of a 
large marquee at Buckingham 
Palace. He threw a half-smoked 
cigar down and then found sever- 
al workmen quarreling over who 
should have it: “Disgraceful, go 
on with your work,” he said. Aft- 
erwards he sent down a box of his 
special cigars, one for each work- 
man. 

Of King George, Mr. Phillips 
had recollection of a particular in- 
cident which, he said, “impressed 
me more than anything else in my 
life as to the immense amount of 


work undertaken by our Royal 
Family.” He was_ inspecting an 
offer of stamps made to the King 
and was seated in a corner of 
King’s room when a delegation 
was announced. The date was 
some time in November, 25 years 
ago. The deputation wanted His 
Majesty to officiate at the 50th 
anniversary of the founding of 
the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, the following May. The 
King turned to Major-General de 
Winton, his private secretary, and 
was informed that he was fully 
booked up for that week—six 
months ahead. 

King George of course is well 
known as a keen stamp collector. 
Mr. Phillips was his _philatelist 
from 1910 to 1922 and met His 
Majesty many times. “He is a 
charming host and quickly puts 
one at ease,” Mr. Phillips went on. 
We sat and talked together just 
as any two collectors do when they 
foregather.” 

The Canadian Government has 
on two occasions presented His 
Majesty with albums containing 
special issues of the Dominion, Mr.

The Prince of Wales was a 
stamp collector until he went to 
College and Mr. Phillips related 
that while he was a youth, the 
Prince and his tutor came to see 
him about stamp collecting. He 
suggested the Prince should col- 
lect issues of Prince Edward Is- 
land and the Prince agreed. Mr. 
Phillips gave him an unused set 
to start with. But the next day 
the tutor returned with the news 
that he had got “in an awful row” 
at the Palace, when the King heard 
that the magnificent set has been 
a present. ‘You may be sure that 
since that time, about 25 years 
ago, I have never offered any pres- 
ent to any member of our Royal 
Family,” Mr. Phillips concluded. 
“The unwritten rules and regu- 
lations of Royalty must be re- 
spected by all loyal subjects.
